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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the indicated allowance of claims 1 , 4, 7, 1 1 and 
12, set forth in the Office Action mailed December 18, 2006. 

In addition, in this Office Action mailed December 18, 2006, the Examiner has 
rejected claims 2, 3, 5, 6 and 8-10 under the second paragraph of 35 USC 112, for 
reasons set forth in Item 2 on page 2 of this Office Action. 

Applicants have amended claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8 and 9 to recite a range having 
an upper limit of "less than" 42.7 degrees. In light of amendments to claims 2, 3, 5, 
6, 8 and 9, it is respectfully submitted that the basis for rejection of these claims as 
set forth in Item 2 on page 2 of the Office Action mailed December 18, 2006, is moot. 

In addition, Applicants have amended claim 10 to recite an intensity ratio 
"(P3/P1)" (rather than M (P3/P3)"). in view thereof, it is respectfully submitted that the 
basis for rejection of claim 10 under the second paragraph of 35 USC 112, set forth 
in the last paragraph on page 2 of the Office Action mailed December 18, 2006, is 
moot. 

Applicants have further amended claim 3 to correct a typographical error 
therein. 

The only rejections of claims in the above-identified application, in the Office 
Action mailed December 18, 2006, were under the second paragraph of 35 USC 
112; and, as shown in the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that these rejections 
have been overcome. Accordingly, allowance of all claims remaining in the above- 
identified application, and passing of the above-identified application to issue in due 
course, are respectfully requested.
